AN IMPORTANT MEETING. 

At the last meeting of the town council held last Monday 
evening, arrangements were made for the holding of a public meet- 
ing of the ratepayers of the town, and all citizens who have the in- 


terest and welfare of the town at heart. This meeting is being|— 


called for the purpose of reviewing the town’s financial affairs, and, 
with the assistance and advice of the general public, trying to ar- 
rive at some solution of the many problems with which the town 
is confronted. 

In our last issue we reprinted a letter from a Redcliff rate- 
payer who is now living in the States. The letter makes some sug- 
gestions which undoubtedly look good on paper, and, we have no 
doubt, could be..worked out to the advantage of the town and all: 
concerned on one condition, That condition is that a large percent- 
age of the present property owners take enough interest in the 
situation and are-prepared to assume their share of the responsi- 
bility as outlined in the suggestion in that letter. It would be use- 
less to proceed along the lines suggested if only a few availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to get additional lots for a very reasonable 
price. This would not reduce the mill rate to any appreciable ex- 
tent. _ On the other hand if seventy-five or eighty per cent. of pres- 
ent property owners and a certain number of others who have no 
property in town, would take over some of the lots now owned by 
the town and, as a résult, not revenue producing, it can readily be 
seen how'this wéuld effect the live assessment, the tax rate and the’ 
annual revenue. ; 

The situation is of vital importance to the future of the 
town, and it behooves every true citizen to lend his support and in-. 
fluence in helping to overcome the difficulties. The meeting next 
Monday evening should be largely attended. :

Intimate friends of Hon. 
Arthur Meighen here in 
Winnipeg, declaré the new 
premier will fulfill the aspir- 
ations of the prairie provjac- 
es, and within the year trans- 
fer control of the natural re- ' 
sources. A western “barrister 
who has known Meighen on 
intimate terms for years, 
says that the former minis- 
ter of the interior has given 
his word that he will find a 
solution within the year to 
this long standing problem, 

It is believed that ni- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta are to be given abso- 
lute ¢ontrol. and ownership 
of-mines and public lands, 
that water power and fisher- 
ies will remain vested in the 
federal authority; that the 
Dominion subsidy will be re- 
arranged and slightly reduc 
ed, and that the claims of 
Ontarid and Quebec, which 
prevented a settlement a 
year or more ago will be dis- 
continued. Confirmation of 
this report could not be ob- 
‘tained in official sources. 

Premier Norris and. his 
colleagues assert so far as 
they are aware, the situation 
remains the same as several 
months ago. They hope for 
early settlement, but have 
no-grounds for thinking that 
new developments are in 
sight. e satisfactory na- 
ture of the deal, if such a 
deal were made, would de- 
pend wholly on the question. 
of subsidy. If the subsidy 
were too greatly reduced 
the provinces would. do bet- 
ter to refuse the compro- 
mise, and continue the fight 
for transfer of all natural 
resources, .
